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Traders must speak 
with one voice 

'TOWN NEEDS CHAMBER OF COMMERCE' 


LYME Regis needs a chamber of 
commerce to give the town a more 
prominent voice at West Dorset 
District Council. 

That is the view of Lyme district coun¬ 
cillor George Symonds who, at last week’s 
meeting of the town council’s Tourism and 
Economic Committee, said the trading 
community needed to be speaking with 
one voice. 

Councillor Symonds was successful in 
securing around £3,000 of funding from 
West Dorset at Christmas towards the cost 
of promoting festive events in Lyme and 
he believes that more financial support 
could be forthcoming if the trading com¬ 
munity pulls together with the formation 
of a body, possibly a chamber of com¬ 
merce, to represent all groups. 

At present there is a hotels and restau¬ 
rants association and the Lyme Traders’ 
Organisation.

Councillor Symonds has been working 
closely with Ian Doyle, the district coun¬ 
cil’s economic regeneration manager who 
was invited to the meeting to outline how 
he could help Lyme Regis. 

Mr Doyle told councillors: “What the 
job is about for me is promoting economic 
growth in the town. It’s about more jobs, 
better jobs, inward investment, skills, ed¬ 
ucation and training.” 

Councillor Symonds said a chamber of 
commerce would benefit the town, 
adding: “We have talked about having a 
chamber of commerce to represent all the 
different organisations in the town, be it 
the hoteliers or the traders. 

“There is a problem that perhaps Lyme 
Regis doesn’t get a vocal enough point at 
West Dorset. 

“If we can have a trade forum to repre¬ 
sent all the views here in the town to lobby 
at West Dorset and at town council level, 
I think that can be very beneficial to the

town as a whole.” 

Councillor Rikey Austin, who owns 
Alice’s Bear Shop in Broad Street, said: 
“Lyme Regis had problems with its pre¬ 
vious chamber of commerce and there is 
a section of the business community that 
don't want to go back to a chamber of 
commerce and like a traders' organisation.

Approval for seafront CCTV 


LYME Regis Town Council has re¬ 
ceived planning permission to in¬ 
stall CCTV cameras on the Marine 
Parade shelters after over a year in 
the waiting. 

Councillors first expressed an in¬ 
terest in installing cameras after the 
£1.3million refurbished seafront 
shelters were re-opened in 2011. 


The council has since had ongo¬ 
ing negotiations with planning of¬ 
ficers at West Dorset District 
Council, and eventually reduced its 
original proposal from 11 to nine 
cameras, with permission now re¬ 
ceived. 

New town clerk John Wright 
said: “We are very pleased that we 


have now received formal planning 
permission. 

“The council is now seeking 
competitive quotes with a view to 
start work as soon as possible.” 

Mr Wright said work could start 
as soon as the end of May but this 
could not be confirmed.

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MAREIKE Dadges is a 24-year-old German uni¬ 
versity student, studying International 
Tourism Management and currently working 
as an intern with the Jurassic Coast World Her¬ 
itage Site team and living in Dorchester. 

She is from a region called Schleswig Holstein 
in north Germany, which borders Denmark, 
and grew up on the coast of the Baltic Sea. 


• WHY did you come to the UK? 

I came to visit a friend in Devon about 2 years ago and 
ever since I keep coming back. This time I arrived in 
February to begin my work placement in March. 

• HOW long are you staying? 

At the moment I'm living in Dorchester and will stay 
until summer. Afterwards I'm planning on going to 
Amsterdam to continue my studies in an exchange 
semester before heading back to Germany in winter. 
So I'll leave the UK in summer but I'm planning on 
coming back next year after finishing my degree to 
live and work here. 

• TELL us about your course in International 
Tourism Management... 

It's called international because we study English and 
Spanish and it is part of our curriculum to spend at 
least one semester abroad. In the tourism part we 
learn all sorts of things related to the tourism industry, 
about different destinations, how the government 
gets involved, socio-cultural effects of tourism and we 
discuss topics like trends in tourism, for example sus¬ 
tainable or eco-tourism. 

The management part covers, for example, the 
areas of business studies, finance and accounting, 
marketing and economics. 

After the first year we were able to specialise in cer¬ 
tain topics like hospitality or tour operators. I chose 
to focus on leisure, culture and event management 
as well as marketing. 

• WHAT do you do as an intern with the Jurassic 
Coast team? 

I'm doing various different things, like working on the 
social media appearance. I look at different ways how 
to use these communication platforms to increase the 
interest in the site and its geology. 

I'm also involved in the development of a new visi¬ 
tor information leaflet and I've been helping with the 



organisation of the schools day at Lyme Regis Fossil 
Festival. I'm really happy to be able to help at the fes¬ 
tival as well. 

• WHAT made you want to join the Jurassic Coast 
team? 

Basically, two things lead to the decision to do my 
placement here. Firstly, I've visited Jurassic Coast last 
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year and besides being really excited about finding 
an ammonite, I just absolutely loved the landscape 
and the area, so I decided I wanted to come back. 

Secondly, I thought it would be a good idea to do 
my placement in a heritage site because I'm inter¬ 
ested in destination management and I've written an 
assignment about the use of the heritage status in 
tourism-destination marketing. So I decided it was 
time to compare this theoretical knowledge to "the 
real world". And what makes the Jurassic Coast even 
more interesting compared to other sites is that it 
keeps changing due to erosion and I find that really 
exciting. 

• WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

I enjoy living close to the coast, every weekend I can 
go and explore a little bit more. There's so much to 
see and it's very different to the coast I grew up on. 

• HOW does it differ from life in Germany? 

It seems to me that people around here a little bit 
more relaxed. The supermarkets - they are massive -1 
often find myself spending too much time in there, 
getting lost and leaving with half of the things I 
wanted! 

• IS there anything you would add to or change 
about the local area if you could? 

The weather! I think I might be a bit unlucky to be 
here this year, I keep hearing people saying "this time 
last year it was warm and sunny". 

• WHAT are your personal interests or hobbies? 

Traveling (not a surprise). I like to explore new places 
and try local food or take a cookery class because I 
love to cook and bake. And I like water sports like 
scuba diving, swimming and kayaking. 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination and 
why? 

That depends on the time of the year and what I want 
to do, I guess. Right now I would be very happy to go 
to a warm place with a sunny beach and a nice reef 
to snorkel along, because it's been a long and cold 
winter.

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Car park loses 300 spaces as bulk 
of coastal protection work begins 


ABOUT 300 parking spaces in Lyme Regis will be lost 
this summer as Phase IV of the coastal protection works 
is carried out. 

Residents expressed concerns at last week’s Coastal 
Forum Meeting that the number of spaces at Charmouth 
Road Car Park, which is acting as a base for the work¬ 
force, will be reduced from over 400 to about 170. 

Former town councillor Stan Williams described the 
situation as “frightening”. 

He said: “There were over 400 spaces, we are now 
down to 110. The fence of the compound is moving 
closer and closer to the road all the time. 

“I’m very concerned about all the traders this end of 
town. The Fossil Festival is in a couple of weeks. Where 
is everyone going to park?

“I wanted to ask the mayor whether we are doing any¬ 
thing to provide coaches into the town or use the Straw¬ 
berry Field for extra parking. This is very serious. Are 
we going to deal with it properly?” 

West Dorset District Council engineer, Nick Browning, 
clarified that there actually would be 170 spaces avail¬ 
able, not 110. He said the next few weeks new drains 
would be run through the car park meaning there would 
be less spaces, but this would go back up to 170 for the 
summer. 


Mr Bowning added: “The scale of that loss is compa¬ 
rable to that of other phases of the works and we man¬ 
aged the traffic through that. It’s absolutely necessary, 
we can’t do with less space.” 

One local resident said: “Obviously it’s difficult and 
safety has to be paramount, but would it be possible for 
workers to move the fence back at weekends to make 
more spaces?” 

Mr Browning said this was not possible at weekends 
as it would be too hard to keep moving the fence. 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, who was chair¬ 
ing the public meeting at the Marine Theatre, said: 
“Town councillors are obviously concerned about this 
and have been looking into possibilities of extending the 
park and ride operation, and this is part of ongoing dis- 


Tourists being 'driven out of town 7 


TOURISTS are being forced out of Lyme Regis because 
the park and ride service finishes too early, councillors 
have claimed. 

In a report to the town council's Tourism and Eco¬ 
nomic Development Committee last week, town clerk 
John Wright said the Sidmouth Road service, operated 
jointly by Sovereign Coaches and Mike Halford 
Coaches, will operate from 10.30am to 6.30pm for the 
Fossil Festival (May 3rd-5th), the second May Bank Hol¬ 
iday and the Jazz Festival and throughout the school 
summer holidays to September 1 st. 

Arrangements for the Charmouth Road service had 
still to be confirmed but it is likely to be from 10am to 
6.30pm between July 26th and September 1st. 

The debate on the park and ride services was sparked 
by new councillor Jill Newton asking whether the parks 
could be persuaded to stay open later when the Guitars 
On The Beach event was held in September. 

She said the event was expected to attract thousands 
of people to Lyme. 

Town clerk John Wright said he was happy to discuss 
the possibility with the park and ride operators and he

was sure they would be "responsive". 

Councillor Rikey Austin said a lot of events went on 
later than 6.30pm in the evening. 

"We are basically telling people to leave town at that 
time," she said. 

Only one driver 

"We are a town which relies on tourists. This will have 
a detrimental effect at the height of our summer sea¬ 
son. Can we be stronger on this?" 

Committee chairman Lorna Jenkin pointed out that 
each operator only used one driver who could only 
work so many hours a day. 

David Lovett, chairman of the Lyme Regis and Char¬ 
mouth Hotels and Restaurants Association, said: "We 
want a situation where we are saying stay here (in 
Lyme) this evening and do not go to Charmouth or Sid¬ 
mouth." 

Deputy mayor Anita Williams said the only solution

“We do not want to alienate people but we already have 
a good structure.” 

Councillor Symonds: “People need to overcome their 
personal problems and get together. We need an organi¬ 
sation with a constitution and a chairman. If it’s not a 
chamber of commerce, we can make a name up.” 

Mr Doyle said: “We will call it whatever it needs to be 
called. It's the right people that count.” 

During a lively question and answer session with coun¬ 
cillors, Mr Doyle said he would be working to build up 
relationships with organisations in the area and other pri¬ 


orities would be business support and helping with train¬ 
ing. He said his department could help businesses put 
weight on other district council departments, such as 
planning, and provide funding for organisations to access. 

And he added: “There is some money there and what 
we need to do is direct it. I want to work with you on the 
right projects and schemes.” 

# Lyme had a very active Chamber of Trade throughout 
the 50s, 60s and 70s but it eventually folded due to lack 
of support. There have been many attempts to revive the 
organisation over the years with the current Lyme Traders 
Organisation being the most proactive in recent times. 
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was for the council to subsidise the park and ride serv¬ 
ice but historically they had decided not to. 

She said the parking situation in the town was not 
helped by three quarters of Charmouth Road Car Park 
being closed because it was being used for Phase IV of 
the costal protection scheme. 

Councillor Newton suggested that if the drivers could 
only work so many hours they could start at 12noon 
and work later. 

She also asked whether the gates were locked when 
the service finished. Councillor Jenkin replied: "Yes." 

Mr Wright said that longer hours were not cost effec¬ 
tive for the operators. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said they either had to find 
a new company who would use more drivers or sub¬ 
sidise the scheme. 

Dave Milligan, who represents the Lyme Traders'Or¬ 
ganisation, said the operators might be willing to ne¬ 
gotiate if they were given a list of events that went on 
later. 

Wayne Bradbury (hotels and restaurants association) 
said those who parked their cars at the park and ride 
venues should be encouraged to move their cars back 
down into the town where the district council car parks 
were free after 6.30pm. 

"At the very least we should give tourists the option," 
he said. 

Mr Wright also pointed out that there was usually 
plenty of parking available in the town after 5.30pm. 

Councillor George Symonds pointed out that whilst 
the district car parks were free after 6pm, the Lyme 
Regis Town Council parks were not. 

"This needs to be taken into consideration,"he added.

cussions between the town clerk and Nick Browning.” 

Phase IV of the coastal protection works will protect 
the eastern side of town, including Church Cliff, East 
Cliff, Charmouth Road, allotments and the football club 
from further landslides. 

The work will include soil draining and nailing, piling, 
cut off drains, buff-coloured limstone rock armouring 
and a new 4.5 metre wide and six metre high sea wall, 
which will run along Back Beach preventing further ero¬ 
sion from the sea, and will be open for public to walk 
along with seating, and for emergency access. 

There will also be a path connecting Charmouth Road 
Car Park with the new seawall and a coastal viewing gar¬ 
den area just below the car park - neither of which will 
be lit at night. 

Preliminary works have been carried out over the past 
few months and the main heavy construction work has 
started this month and will continue for a year, with land¬ 
scaping continuing for an extra few months into autumn 
2014. 

Chris Hill of main contractors Dean & Dyball said: 
“Our main priorities are to carry out the work safely and 
with minimal disruption to the residents of Lyme Regis, 
to keep the public informed of what is happening and to 
maintain an open door policy at Charmouth Road Car 
Park.” 

He asked that residents take note of warning signs, par¬ 
ticularly at Cobb Gate where work vehicles will be ac¬ 
cessing the beach, and on the beach itself, where public 
access will be maintained throughout the project. 

Information on the works will be made available in the 
Jubilee Pavilion on Marine Parade. 

One resident of East Cliff said the lane was “taking 
quite a pounding” and asked if it would be resurfaced 
when the works were finished. Mr Hill said they would 
leave it in “at least the standard they found it in”. 

Town councillor Terry O’Grady said he was concerned 
about pedestrian safety on Church Street, where work 
vehicles would be driving up and down between the car 
park and the site. 

“If you have vehicles coming up and down at the same 
time, how are you going to manage that?” 

Mr Hill said he had a detailed plan on how to deal with 
two-way traffic and would have two people stationed at 
the traffic lights to avoid jams when necessary, particu¬ 
larly looking out for buses. 

Church Cliff resident Derek Hallett pleaded that the 
contractor take on local workers. Mr Hill said they had 
already employed some local people and hoped to take 
on more.

Kayaker's wave to mother 
mistaken for calls for help 



EMERGENCY crews were 
called to help a kayaker 
thought to be in difficulty 
off Lyme Regis beach, but 
who was actually just wav¬ 
ing to his mum. 

The lifeboat crew and 
coastguards were called to 
the scene after three 999 
calls were received on 
April 12th, reporting a 
young man who had fallen 
from his kayak and ap¬ 
peared to be in distress. 

The kayaker, who was 
not wearing a lifejacket or 
head protection, was seen 
waving towards the shore. 
Passers-by thought he was 
waving for help but he was 
actually waving at his 
mum. 

The sit-on surf kayak was 
also not on a leash and con¬ 
sequently was being 
quickly swept from the 
paddler. 

The man, a trained life¬ 
guard, assured the lifeboat 
crew that he was fine. On 
returning to the beach, the 
coastguards offered safety 
advice and asked him to 
call them with his inten¬ 
tions before venturing out 
again. 

Although there were no 
injuries, the callout res¬ 
onated deeply with lifeboat 
and coastguard crews as 
just three weeks earlier, 
March 22nd, marked the 
20th anniversary of the 


Lyme Bay canoe tragedy in 
which four youngsters 
drowned at sea in an ill- 
fated kayak trip. 

A group of eight school- 
children and their teacher 
from a school in Plymouth 
were accompanied by two 
instructors from an outdoor 
centre on a trip between 
Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth. 

Following the disaster, 
the law was changed to 
make companies and their 
employees criminally re¬ 
sponsible for negligence 
and also led to legislation 
to regulate adventure activ¬ 


ities centres working with 
young people. 

Flowers were tied to the 
railings outside the lifeboat 
station on the anniversary, 
and were still on show last 
week. 

# LYME Regis coast¬ 
guards were called to help 
with the rescue of man 
trapped up to his waist in 
mud 200 metres west of 
Seatown. 

The Lyme Regis crew 
joined coastguards from 
West Bay, who carried out 
the initial assessment. 

The man, from Cam¬ 
bridge, had gone to the help

of one of his children who 
had climbed up onto the 
nose of a landslip, trying to 
avoid the large breaking 
waves. 

He was successfully re¬ 
leased from the mud and 
walked off the beach to an 
awaiting ambulance. 

Coastgaurds advise that 
those stuck in mud should 
try to spread their weight as 
much as possible, don’t 
move and stay calm. Phone 
999 if you are able to reach 
a phone and discourage 
others from attempting to 
rescue you.

Uplyme councillors dismayed 
by speed of flood defence work 


UPLYME parish councillors were disappointed to learn 
that work on a survey and flood defence designs for the 
village, promised by the county and district councils, has 
not yet started. 

Speaking at last week’s meeting, Councillor Peter 
Whiting informed fellow members that work had still 
not started, despite the documents being promised in 
January. 

However, it was recently announced that Uplyme 
would benefit from a share of £488,000 granted to 
Devon County Council for flood defence schemes. 

# THE council resolved to take the next steps towards 
writing a Neighbourhood Plan. 

Any residents who wish to take part in this exercise 
and influence the way Uplyme develops in the next 
decade or two, are invited to contact parish clerk Lois 
Wakeman to register their interest on 01297 444707. 

There are a number of legal steps to take before the 
process can get underway, but the decision in principle 
has been made. 

• COUNCILLOR John Garland reported that the coun¬ 
cil’s new contractor was making good progress in the 
cemetery and that the old compound should be cleared 
out and remade in late April. 

However, the old compound has been used for fly-tip¬ 
ping rubbish, which would mean extra work and a pos¬ 
sible cost to the council, which members agreed was 
“unacceptable”. 

Residents are reminded that the contractor cannot do 
his job properly if floral tributes, vases and flowerpots 
are left on the grassed area of graves. These should only 
be left on headstones.

PCSO Luke White said: “Obviously we are very pleased that the plan¬ 
ning application has been approved and that work to install the cameras 
can begin. 

“With the summer, hopefully, just around the comer, the cameras will 
be another tool to help keep the gardens and shelters safe and in good 
condition for the enjoyment of everyone. 

“The town has spent a lot of money on the shelters and there have been 
a number of incidents over the past 18 months where damage has been 
caused to the shelters. When the cameras are up and mnning this should 
act a deterrent to people causing problems in the area and also allow us 
to more easily identify and punish offenders.”

Mural brightens up empty shop 



Fishy game to replace conger 
cuddling for summer festival 


■ OPENING SOON: Empty shops on Broad 
Street have been brightened up with the 
mural by Brian Matravers while residents 
await the opening of clothing store Seasalt 

A TOWN centre eyesore in Lyme Regis has 
been spruced up with a mural by a local 
artist. 

Painter Brian Matravers has fixed his latest 
piece of work to the wooden board covering 
a smashed window at the empty 8 and 8A 
Broad Street, formerly Pop Goes the Weasel 
and The Toby Jug. 

The mural shows the Cobb with cliffs behind on a 
summer's day with many people on Monmouth Beach. 

Cornwall-based clothing chain Seasalt is currently 
awaiting planning permission to carry out internal al¬ 
terations and fix up the shop frontage before opening 
a new branch in town, hopefully this summer, but a de¬ 
cision has been delayed due to concerns of the listed 


building officer. 

A previous application was withdrawn and a new, 
similar application recently submitted to West Dorset 
District Council. 

Mr Matravers said the mural was put up with Seasalt's 
permission, stating "Seasalt opening here soon". He 
hopes that it will eventually be sold off to raise funds 
for Lyme Regis Majorettes. 


THE town that was banned from enjoying its 40-year 
tradition of Conger Cuddling is to make a comeback 
this summer with a new fishy sport - Mackerel Toss¬ 
ing. 

Lyme Regis fishmonger Simon Bennett has invented 
the new beach game, which will be launched in July as 
a highlight of the town's Mackerel Festival. 

Last year local authorities and the police thwarted Mr 
Bennett's attempt to revive the sport of Conger Cud¬ 
dling for the Lyme Lympics summer beach games. 

Conger cuddling - a version of human bar skittles in 
which a conger eel is swung from a lamppost in an at¬ 
tempt to knock competitors off of buckets - was held 
at The Cobb for three decades as a Lifeboat Week 
fundraiser until it was banned following complaints 
from animal welfare activisits 

Mr Bennett's 2012 bid to revive the conger sport, 
which was invented in 1974 and first banned in 2006, 
was blocked at the last minute after police objected on 
grounds that organisers had not applied for a road clo¬ 
sure. 

But now Mr Bennett, owner of The Old Watch House 
fishmonger in Lyme Regis, has ingeniously invented a 
new sport which will not affect traffic, as it will be held 
on the beach and in the sea. 

The organiser said: "As long as visitors don't take to 
driving through the shingle from Cobb Gate to The 
Cobb we should be alright with mackerel tossing.” 

Up to 100 competitors will be able to take part in the 
mackerel tossing game. 

Competitors will stand in the sea, each holding a fry¬ 
ing pan. Mr Bennett will then throw dead mackerel at 
them from a podium on the sand. If a competitor 
catches a mackerel with the pan, he or she is out of the 
game. The game then continues until only one com¬ 
petitor is left and he or she is then crowned Lyme's top 
tosser. 

"Mackerel tossing is a bit like playing musical chairs

but with more guts to contend with," added Mr Ben¬ 
nett. 

"I don't see how anyone can object to fish being re¬ 
turned to the sea and there is absolutely no chance of 
dead fish that the tossers miss being left to float about 
as the seagulls will catch on pretty quick and they will 
join in the game to grab the fish. 

"I think the sight of up to 100 competitors standing 
waist-deep in the sea battling seagulls to catch a mack¬ 
erel will be an hilarious event and a popular attraction 
for visitors."

Festival, from July 6th to 13th, which is being organ¬ 
ised by local traders in conjunction with top chef Mark 
Hix.

Professional musician offers guitar 
masterclass to local young people 



"THE Fish Lizard of Lyme", a children's book written 
and illustrated by local artist Carolyn King, has re¬ 
cently rolled off the press and is now on sale in local 
book and craft shops as well as in Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum, where its journey began four years ago. 

Artist Carolyn explains: "It all started with 'Ivor' a 
two-metre long mirror mosaic ichthyosaur I made for 
Lyme Regis Museum for ArtsFest in 2009. 

"Inspired by the museum's ichthyosaur skeleton and 
the life of fossil collector Mary Anning, I created not 
only a sculpture, but also, as I often do, a part-illus¬ 
trated tale about how he came to Lyme." 

Carolyn contiued her work on the story as part of 
the recollection project - a collaboration between the 
museum and ArtsFest, in which artists take inspira¬ 
tion from museum artefacts to create new bodies of 
work. 

Carolyn continued: "In 2012 when I got the oppor¬ 
tunity to join Lyme Regis ArtsFest's recollection proj¬ 
ect with the museum, I submitted a proposal which 
would enable me to let the story evolve and create a 
full set of illustrations in the age old medium of egg 
tempera. 

"Two weeks ago, as I watched at the printers, the 
dream of seeing my story in print was finally re¬ 
alised." 

"The Fish Lizard of Lyme (a little tale that's told in 
rhyme)"is available from local booksellers, including 
Serendip, as well as from Waterstones, the Town 
Mill's new shop and the museum. 

Carolyn is currently exhibiting some of the original 
illustrations for the book at "Back to Back", an exhi¬ 
bition she's sharing with John Hunt in theTown Mill 
Galleries until April 24th, and she will be doing 
readings from the book on weekends.

YOUTH music group B Sharp will be offering gui¬ 
tar masterclasses with an industry professional to 
youngsters in and around Lyme Regis. 

The classes will be led by Alex Lee from Bristol, 
a professional guitarist who has played for Gold- 
frapp, Marina and the Diamonds, Suede and 
Placebo among others. 

He has toured the world extensively, playing at 
every level from the smallest clubs to the largest 
festivals. Alex has also regularly worked as a com¬ 
poser for television and film, as a session musician 
and producer in the recording studio and as a 
mentor to young musicians. 

Alex has had very little formal musical tuition 
and does not read music but owes most of his 
ability to his dependence on instinct, improvisa¬ 
tion and developing his "ear", rather than reliance 
on technique and musical training. 

He also plays keyboards, the musical saw, lap 
steel, bass guitar & mandolin. 

For the last five years, Alex has also been a men¬ 
tor and tutor at the South West Music School and 
Teenage Rampage, another South West youth or¬ 
ganisation. 

The masterclasses will be held at The Hub youth 
club in Lyme Regis on Saturday, April 20th, with a 
intermediate class (roughly grade 2 to 5) between 
10am and 1 pm, and an advanced class (grade 5 
upwards) from 2pm to 5pm.

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Space for digital workers 
at new enterprise centre 


LYME Regis Development Trust is set¬ 
ting up a new “enterprise centre” for 
those working digitally to share work¬ 
space. 

The world of work is changing and in¬ 
creasing numbers of people are earning 
their living by using computers, the in¬ 
ternet and technology to design and de¬ 
velop ideas, work with others, manage 
projects, network, market and trade. 

Many of these people are self-em¬ 
ployed or work remotely for companies 
and, by using their enterprise, creativity, 
knowledge and know-how, are able to 
live and work in places such as Lyme 
Regis, which may not usually offer 
many job opportunities. 

The development trust believes that 
flexible, cost-effective workspaces are 
needed in the town if it is to encourage 
this new digital economy, particularly at 
a time when traditional industries are in 
decline, so it is now offering shared 
workspaces at its base in St Michael’s 
Business Centre. 

The idea of creating shared space for 
digital workers and business start-ups to 
access the tools they need to succeed is 
one that is developing in cities and 
towns around the world. At St Michael’s 
Business Centre the plan is to offer 
workspace with either a monthly rental 
option, for those looking for full-time 
desks, or an annual fee for those who 
only need to use the space occasionally. 

Those taking up the offer will benefit 
from access to workstations, WiFi con¬ 
nectivity, printing and business support 
as well as access to communities of in¬ 


terest, events and opportunities to col¬ 
laborate with colleges and universities. 

In future, resources at the new enter¬ 
prise centre could include “make 
spaces”, offering shared access to 3D 
printers, CNC Mills and other cutting 
edge micro-manufacturing technology 
as it becomes available. 

Lyme Regis Development Trust is 
working to support a sustainable year- 
round economy that provides worth¬ 
while employment opportunities for 
local people, particularly young people. 
The trust is also about to undertake a 
feasibility study into how residents and 
businesses in the town can take advan¬ 
tage of the Dorset Superfast Broadband 
project, which it says is critical to the fu¬ 
ture economic and social prosperity of 
the area. 

Cheif executive Marcus Dixon said: 
“Local communities are going to have 
to look to themselves to adapt and pros¬ 
per in today’s rapidly changing econ¬ 
omy, which sees the end of some 
traditional business sectors, and where 
digital technology transforms others and 
creates new exciting opportunities. 

“The planned St Michael’s Enterprise 
Centre is designed to make sure people 
in Lyme Regis have increased opportu¬ 
nities to be part of the new global econ¬ 
omy.”

Traditional Cornish skiff being 
built for gig club's young rowers

TRADITIONAL wooden boat builder, Gail McGarva, is about to embark 
upon the build of a new boat, a traditional Cornish skiff. 

Lyme Regis Gig Club has commissioned Gail to build the boat for its 
flourishing youth section, with funding from the trustees of the former 
Lyme Regis Club for Young People. 

The vessel will be a replica of one of the oldest surviving traditional 
Cornish skiffs, not a static museum piece but an "expression of living 
history". 

The traditional Cornish skiffs are endorsed for racing by the Cornwall 
Rowing Association and are 15 feet in length and light in construction, 
making them ideal for younger rowers. 

The project began in February with the taking of lines from the old¬ 
est surviving skiff of Cornish skiff builder, the late John Badger. 

Gail, in partnership with Lyme Regis Boat Building Academy, hosted 
a bespoke training course, with tutor Mike Broome guiding people 
through the process of taking lines from the original vessel and "loft¬ 
ing" the new skiff to create a full-scale line drawing of the boat, thus 
providing a bedrock of knowledge for the new generation skiff. 

Lofting is a traditional technique used by boat builders of old to cre¬ 
ate a new boat by making a pattern of an old one. The floor of the loft 
space above the boathouse was used to make the drawings, hence 
the term "lofting." 

Mr Badger's son, Phil, kindly loaned the skiff"Mandarin"to Gail and 
was able to attend the first day of the training course to see the lines 
from his father's boat being captured and recorded. 

Mr Broome transferred the lines on to a computer, producing a line 
drawing of"Mandarin", which was given to Phil as a gift, preserving the 
work of his father. This was the first lofting of a Cornish skiff and will 
help preserve the lineage of the vessel and pass on the skills of lofting 
to new learners. 

Amongst the other participants on the training course was chairman 
of the Cornwall Rowing Association, Jan Wilkins, who generously 
shared his wealth of knowledge of Cornish Skiffs. 

National Historic Ships,TheTransportTrust and Lyme Regis Gig Club 
funded the course. 

The lofting course has helped to preserve the traditional Cornish 
Skiff, and produce lines for the new skiff for Lyme Regis. The boat will 
enable those aged 12 and below to try-out in sea rowing in a tradi¬ 
tional vessel that is pertinent to West Country shores.

FOLLOWING their 
first public event in sev¬ 
eral years last month, 
environmental group 
Turn Lyme Green is 
now up and running 
once more, with many 
plans for the future dis¬ 
cussed at their latest 
meeting. 

Projects for the future 
will include the revival 
of the group’s original 
campaign to rid the 
town of plastic bags, 
launched in 2007, with 


members now speaking 
to Lyme Regis Traders’ 
Organisation on how to 
promote this, with the 
hope that the traders 
will take on the project. 

Turn Lyme Green also 
hopes to revive the 
Community Orchard 
idea, with trees having 
previously been planted 
on the grass verge on 


Anning Road. 

The trees are currently 
being staked up and it is 
hoped that widespread 
apple and fruit planting 
can be encouraged in 
the future. 

Members suggested 
that this project could be 
run in conjunction with 
the Woodroffe School’s 
Environmental Action 


Team and that juicing 
could take place at Five 
Penny Farm in Wooton 
Fitzpaine or link up with 
North Chideock apple 
group, with training in 
care and pruning. 

Other ideas have in¬ 
cluded hosting an Open 
Eco-Homes day, in 
which low energy 
homes around the area 
open their doors to show 
others how to cut down 
their carbon footprint.

What is planned for Belmont House? 


BELMONT is one of Lyme Regis' most iconic houses. 

Built in the late 18th century and standing on the 
corner of Cobb Road and Pound Street, it has been 
the home of two the town's most famous residents, 
sculptor and manufacturer Eleanor Coade and au¬ 
thor John Fowles. 

Following Fowles'death in 2005, the house (pic¬ 
tured right) was acquired by The Landmark Trust 
who intend to restore it, slightly controversially, to 
its prime as an 18th century seaside villa. 

The Lyme Regis Society will be asking what are the 
trust's plans are, when will they be accomplished 
and what has happened in years past at a talk on 
Tuesday, April 23rd. 

LandmarkTrust historian Caroline Stanford will at¬ 
tend the event to discuss the history of the build¬ 
ings, the trust's plans for its future and progress to 
date. 

The talk will be held in the Woodmead Halls with

Dinner time with 
the Homyers.... 

I AM often called an old woman and recently I 
have attracted a few quizical looks from my staff 
as I have been thumbing through a copy of 
"Women's Weekly", dated October 1952. In those 
days you could buy a copy of one of the top sell¬ 
ing women's magazines for the princely sum of 
3d (that's threepence in old money). 

I promised not to reveal the identity of the 
reader who thought I would be interested in see¬ 
ing the magazine (he's married to a councillor 
and lives in Woodmead Road!). 

Obviosuly an avid reader himself, he drew my 
attention to an advertisement for Bisto featuring 
the Homyer fishing family of Lyme Regis. This 
was of particular interest to me as my grand¬ 
mother was a Homyer. 

The ad showed a picture (black and white of 
course) of Jack Homyer carrying a lobster pot on 
his shoulder with the caption:"Fishing? It's all 
long hours and hard going, says Mr J. Homyer of 
Lyme Regis who works 81 pots with his son. But 
good luck or bad, we're always ready for a square 
meal at the end of our homeward run." 

The ad also shows a photo of Jack pouring out 
the gravy at a Homyer family table with son Vic¬ 
tor (who went on to become mayor of Lyme), his 
wife and daughter, captioned as follows: "From 
six years old graddaughter to 60 years old, 
there's no doubt about Bisto's popularity in the 
Homyer's. You've got to eat well when you work 
hard, says Mrs Homyer.

I have always been a supporter of 
Woodmead Halls, says councillor 


■ I HAVE read much of late in this publication on the 
subject of Lyme Regis Town Council’s negotiations 
with the group who run the Woodmead Halls over the 
provision of public toilets. 

I would like to clarify a number of the issues raised. 
Firstly, the need for a new agreement came about after 
the council’s auditors, and not myself, deemed the ex¬ 
isting one unfit for purpose. I agreed to work with the 
town clerk to discuss a new agreement, on the under¬ 
standing that the outcome would be taken to commit¬ 
tee for final approval. 

At our first meeting I assured the Woodmead repre¬ 
sentatives that I had no intention to reduce the sum the 
council paid to them, a statement that I repeated on a 
number of occasions publicly in committee. 

I stated that in light of the auditor’s comments the 
new agreement should more accurately reflect a com¬ 
mercial rate for the service, and that if, as I expected, 
this led to a reduced amount I felt that any shortfall 
should be made up by the council in the form of a 
grant, recognising the halls’ important place in the 
community. 


On the subject of free car parking, my view has al¬ 
ways been that the provision of spaces to the halls 
should form part of a separate agreement, as it has no 
link to the cost of providing toilets to the public. 

I have also been accused of walking out of a meeting 
- this is a complete falsehood - although I will admit 
that my patience was severely tested on a number of 
occasions by one particular representative who was 
consistently rude, abusive and made personally insult¬ 
ing remarks and allegations. 

I have been accused of trying to harm the halls either 
financially or by the removal of concessionary spaces; 
this was not and has never been my intention. Al¬ 
though documented in committee minutes, my sup¬ 
port for the halls has received little coverage in this 
publication, neither have I ever been asked to give my 
perspective on the issue. 

I have been and continue to be a supporter of Wood¬ 
mead Halls, and I hope this goes some way to clarify¬ 
ing my position.

"We've got more life 
in Deadwood City 
than in all of Illinois!" 

DEADWOOD was established shortly after gold 
was discovered in the Black Hills Gold Rush in 
1874. Under the command of General Custer, the 
presence of gold was confirmed by a government- 
sponsored expedition, with the government then try¬ 
ing to conceal the discovery from the general public. 
Their reason was to honour the 1868 Treaty of 
Laramie, which forever ceded the Black Hills to the 
Great Sioux Reservation. Despite their efforts, the 
news spread and people illegally entered the area 
anyway, searching for gold and adventure. 

By 1875, Deadwood had reached a population of 
around 5,000 ~ most of whom were in Deadwood to 
mine for gold. The lawless region attracted a crowd 
of shady characters who helped to make the early 
days of Deadwood rough and wild. In early 1876, 
frontiersmen, brothers Steve and Charlie Utter, led a 
wagon train to Deadwood containing gamblers and 
prostitutes, resulting in the establishment of prof¬ 
itable ventures. Madam Dora DuFran would eventu¬ 
ally become the most profitable brothel owner in 
Deadwood, closely followed by Madam Mollie 
Johnson. 

In late 1876, a smallpox epidemic swept through 
the camp with so many falling ill that tents were 
erected to quarantine the stricken. Calamity Jane 
helped to nurse victims and was employed to bring 
the stagecoach safely to Deadwood with the required 
medicines. 

As the economy changed from gold rush to steady 
mining, Deadwood lost its rough and rowdy charac¬ 
ter and settled down into a prosperous town. In 
March 1878, Paul Rewman established Western 
South Dakota's first telephone exchange in Dead- 
wood. Also, although built mainly to relay the gold 
to the big cities, the construction of the railroad 
helped the gradual transition to a civilised commu¬ 
nity. However, a fire nearly destroyed the town on 
26 September 1879, which started in a bakery and 
rapidly spread to the business district of Deadwood. 
To prevent another disaster, local laws were enacted 
permitting only certain building materials for build¬ 
ing construction. After the fire, Deadwood rebuilt it¬ 
self in brick and stone rather than in lumber. 

Despite the town suffering a flood in 1883, and an¬ 
other fire in 1894, Deadwood moved forward into 
the twentieth century, with a population of 1380 
being recorded in the U.S. 2000 Census. The image 
of the Wild West town has lingered, due to past 
events making the town into a legend. Figures like 
Wild Bill Hickok and Calamity Jane each left their 
mark. Hickok, a legendary figure even in his own 
lifetime, was shot dead while playing poker on Au¬ 
gust 2, 1876, aged only 39. Calamity Jane was 
renowned for her excellent marksmanship, prefer¬ 
ence for men's clothing, and bawdy behaviour. She 
was immortalised in a film starring Doris Day which 
received an Academy Award for the Best Original 
Song with “My Secret Love”.

Motorists favour driving and smoking ban 


FIFTY-six per cent of motorists think that smok¬ 
ing while driving should be banned, according to 
a survey by the Institute of Advanced Motorists 
(1AM). However, almost half of respondents (forty- 
five per cent) think that such a ban would be un¬ 
enforceable. 

Respondents clearly have concern over the ef¬ 
fects of smoking while driving. Seventy-five per 
cent of motorists think that lighting a cigarette 
while driving is a serious distraction. 

Fifty-two per cent of those surveyed think the 
act of lighting a cigarette is the greatest potential 
danger of smoking and driving. While just two 
per cent believe that there are no dangerous ele¬ 
ments to smoking while driving. 


Other survey results reinforce the negative per¬ 
ception of smoking and driving. Respondents felt 
it was: 

• Irresponsible (forty-eight per cent) 

• As dangerous as using a mobile phone 
(forty-six per cent) 

• Dangerous (forty-three per cent) 

I AM chief executive Simon Best said: "Smoking 
is clearly seen as a serious issue by motorists and 
highlights the impact of distractions in the car. 

"The health benefits may be clear but more re¬ 
search needs to be done to determine whether 
there are actual road safety grounds to act on 
these concerns by banning smoking and driving 
altogether."

A BLUSTERY day on Sunday created exhilarating and chal¬ 
lenging conditions for sailors at the first of Sutton Bing¬ 
ham's annual trophy events, the Mini-Mole, a trophy named 
after a dinghy owned by one of the founding members of 
the club; the"Mole"being their much larger seafaring yacht. 

The event is sailed in a "pursuit race" format, which en¬ 
ables different classes and sizes of dinghy to be raced on a 
national handicapping system, which in theory gives all 
competitors an equal opportunity for success. The slowest 
boats set off first and the faster boats are started at intervals 
to give pursuit according to their handicap rating. This style 
of racing is good for spectators as it's clear who's in the lead 
right up to when the finish hooter is sounded. 

Early leaders in the race were the Comet Duo sailed by 
Andy and Sam Huntley, and Charlie Rideout sailing his 
Laser 4.7. Mid-race they were overhauled by first Howard 
Frear in his Streaker dinghy and then by Richard Frost sail¬ 
ing the first of the two Solos. Chris Jones'Laser Radial pulled 
quickly through the fleet after a slightly late start, but as the 
wind dropped in the closing stages it was clear he wasn't 
going to catch the two leaders. 

Frear made the best of the conditions to win the race by 
a good margin and take home the Mini-Mole rose bowl tro¬ 
phy, whilst Rideout showed good promise for the future by 
finishing 5th as first junior. 

Commodore, Alan Chinn presented the prizes, congratu¬ 
lating those who demonstrated good sailing ability in the 
strong and gusty breeze and the rescue crews who assisted 
those that found the conditions more challenging.

WHAT lingering doubts there were of Bridport 
maintaining theirToolstation Western League 
Premier Division status were swept away with 
this emphatic win over fourth placed Larkhall 
Athletic last Tuesday. 

The fact that Wells City could only force a 
draw at Willand Rovers on the same night 
meant that Bridport were safe anyway, but 
they were not to know that at the start. Not 
only did it ensure safety it also extended the 
Bees unbeaten run to ten games. 

Manager Trevor Senior kept faith with the 
same team that earned a point at Bristol 
Manor Farm the previous Saturday which 
meant there were only places on the bench 
for the returning Dan Wise and Chris Clarke. 

Ben Clarke looped a ball over the bar early 
on and there was no one to get on the end of 
Matt Condliffe's dangerous cross as Bridport 
looked for an early goal. However they went 
ahead on 13 minutes when Ryan Dovell con¬ 
verted Dean Ritchie's cross from six yards to 
record his 18th goal of the season. 

Clarke then headed over before the Larks, 
themselves on a four game unbeaten run, 
began to get a foothold in the game, and with 
most of the play a midfield battle, the only real 
action of consequence in the rest of the first 
half was a run from Russell Legg who was fi¬ 
nally blocked out before he could shoot. 

Larkhall changed shape at the start of the 
second half in a bid to get back in the game 
by playing three up front, but their frustration 
at being unable to break down a resistant 
Bees defence resulted in them receiving three 
yellow cards. 

However it was Bridport that produced 
most chances and Larks keeper Pete Welch 
produced an excellent double save to thward 
Dovell before MOM Chris Luke drove wide. 

Larkhall did strike the crossbar but with 
keeper Sam Filkinns having a relatively easy 
game, it was brother Jamie that sealed the win 
with a second goal seven minutes from the 


end, volleying home Condliffe's cross at the far 
post. 

Tyler Sibbick could have set up an exciting 
finale had he not completely miskicked, whilst 
both Condliffe and Legg had chances to in¬ 
crease the Bees total. 

The win moves Bridport up to sixteenth 
place. 

Filkins keeps unbeaten run going

JAMIE Filkins extended Bridport's unbeaten 
run to eleven games with an equaliser with 
virtually the last kick of the game. 

It was deep into the second minute of 
added time when Matt Condliffe hooked on a 
quick throw-in near the right hand corner to¬ 
wards Filkins'on the angle of the penalty area. 
Whether Rovers keeper Ryan Draper mis¬ 
judged his looping header or it was caught on 
the strong wind, but the ball drifted just inside 
the far post to earn the Bees a deserved point. 

Despite steady rain since early morning that 
continued well into the second half, the pitch 
was in remarkably good condition with only a 
few pools of standing water mainly along the 
touchlines. Referee Chris Wade has to be con¬ 
gratulated, not only for allowing the game to 
be played but also for his handling of the 
game in difficult conditions, as do his assis¬ 
tants and the players whose control and ac¬ 
ceptance of the conditions saw only three 
yellow cards issued. 

Playing with the elements in the first half, 
Bridport failed to capitalise early on and it was 
the visitors who took the lead on eight min¬ 
utes when Danny Jee was left unmarked at a 
corner to head home at the near post from 10 
yards. 

They had started to settle by midway 
through the half and Russell Legg's cross was 
just too high for the inrushing Ryan Dovell. 
Minutes later Jamie Filkins cross drifted on the 
wind and caught Draper by surprise who 


managed to grab the ball at his far post at the 
second attempt. 

Former Terra Scott Rogers, nephew of Mar- 
tyn Rogers, David Steele, son of former Dorch¬ 
ester Town favourite Hedley Steele and 
18-year-old Owen Howe, who has scored 14 
goals in 13 matches since joining Rovers al¬ 
ways looked dangerous when they got the 
ball. They combined on 34 minutes; Steel 
heading a free kick onto Howe whose nod 
sideways gave Rogers a shooting chance, but 
he scuffed his left foot shot wide of the post. 

At the other end Ben Clarke's turn and shot 
was blocked after Draper punched Shane 
Evans' header from Chris Luke's corner away. 
Dean Ritchie then laid the ball into Max Buck¬ 
ler whose fierce 20 yard shot was pushed up 
and over the bar by the Rovers keeper. 

On 40 minutes a dangerous run by Rogers 
was stopped by Legg on the edge of the area 
that earned him a booking, but Russell Jee 
drove his shot wide of the far post. 

It appeared that Bridport's pressure would 
go unrewarded, but a minute from the break 
Dovell rose high at the far post to out jump 
Steele from Luke's corner to power home the 
equaliser with a thumping header. 

Despite Willand having the strong wind at 
their backs in the second half, the Bees de¬ 
fence was resolute after the interval and for 
the most part contained the visitors. 

Referee Wade took a lenient decision in view 
of the conditions when Dovell was tripped by 
the sliding Dan Kenyon as he skipped past 
him down the wing; opting for a yellow card 
as the defender's flaying leg caught his foot. 

Legg then almost caught Draper out at his 
near post; the keeper gathering at the second 
attempt; before the keeper made a superb 
save, clawing away Jamie Filkins' header after 
Legg had headed on sub Dan Wise's corner. 

It seemed only a matter of time that Brid¬ 
port would score when Ben Clarke swept 
Jamie Filkins' cross just beyond the far angle 
of the goalframe, but on 70 minutes Willand 
took the lead in a rare attack. 


The ball looped up off Ryan Hayter's boot as 
he cut out a cross into the six yard box, but 
Steve Orchard's clever overhead kick found 
Steele who volleyed it past Sam Filkins from 
close range. 

Tails up, Willand looked for another and after 
Steele went close, it looked like they would 
score again after the ball had been played in 
behind Jamie Filkins. Orchard beat the out- 
rushing Sam Filkins to the ball and clipped it 
towards the open goal, but it slowed slightly 
in the mud, and Evans covered around to clear 
the ball to safety. 

Bridport regained their composure and 
when Condliffe played the ball into Dovell, it 
appeared he was initially pulled back. He 
fought on and turned on the ball, but the 
delay had allowed Draper time to dive at his 
feet and smother the ball. 

Wise then saw his free kick deflected wide 
after Ben Clarke had been fouled on the edge 
of the box by Danny Jee. From the resulting 
corner sub Chris Clarke headed past the up¬ 
right. 

It looked like Bridport were to get nothing 
from their efforts as Draper denied them 
again with seven minutes left. Wise's ball 
found Luke 15 yards from goal. Having neatly 
turned his marker but poked his shot goal- 
wards only for the Rovers keeper to get down 
quickly to his left to palm the ball away. 

Justice was done however in added time 
with Filkins equaliser, that sees the Bees climb 
another place up the table.

BRIDPORT Reserves produced another dismal 
display in what is becoming a worrying trend 
for manager Robin Townsend when they went 
down 2-1 to Swanage Town & Herston at St 
Mary's Field last Thursday. 

Despite holding a top half place in the 
Magna Dorset Premier League, a number of 
poor displays in an inconsistent season has 
cost them dearly. 

Another Jekyll and Hyde performance saw 
them gift the Swans a two goal interval lead 
before engulfing their opponents in the sec¬ 
ond half, but despite creating so many 
chances they still only managed to pull a goal 
back. 

Townsend described the first goal as the 
worst he had seen conceded in a football 
match.Two Bees defenders went for the same 
ball and missed it after unsuccessful wild at¬ 
tempts at clearing the ball, allowing an oppo¬ 
nent to tap home from close range.

Youngsters prove Buckler yard free of bug 


THE bug that has troubled Bob Buckler's horses appears to 
have been run its course, and ironically it was the horse that 
brought it into the yard that convinced the Henley trainer that 
all is now well. 

It was the arrival of Tinker Time from Jeremy Scott's stable 
in February that brought the virus with him, causing disrup¬ 
tion and badly affecting a number of Buckler's horses, partic¬ 
ularly the younger ones. 

However the five year old in only his second race, showed no 
ill effects as he produced a brilliant run to finish second, a 
length behind Carningli in the Walters UK Intermediate Open 
NH Flat Race over two miles at Ffos Las on Sunday. 

This showed a marked improvement on his fourth place fin¬ 
ish in his maiden race at Exeter in early February where he fin¬ 
ished fourth. 

The nine runners were all well placed for much of the race 


with Giles Hawkins tucking Tinker Time in at the rear. As they 
upped the pace coming towards the final bend he found him 
slightly outpaced and boxed in, but with two furlongs to go 
he moved up a geat and started to cut the field down. Racing 
inside the final furlong he was eating up the ground as the 
winner and the favourite Bringithomeminty began to tire, and 
burst through to take second. 

Somerset Lias, another of the youngster's that Buckler rates 
highly, also performed well at Wincanton on the same day fin¬ 
ished a close up fifth to Orchard Road in the 2 mile bumper at 
Wincanton. 

Tracking the leaders in a slow run race, the five year old was 
left a little in what became a sprint finish, but was galloping 
on to the line less than five lengths down on the winner. 

A delighted Buckler said: "The good thing is that it was two 
young horses, who do not have the immunity of older horses, 


and both ran up to form. 

"The fact that it was Tinker Time that brought the bug in, it 
was fitting that he signalled the all clear. He certainly showed 
a great turn of pace in the final furlong and given another 50 
yards would have won the race. 

"Rebecca Curtis, told me that Carningli is the best four year 
old she has in the stables, and she's got some nice horses, 
whilst Nicky Henderson's Bringithomeminty was supposedly 
unbeatable, so he did well. 

"Somerset Lias, being out of Presenting wouldn't have liked 
the ground which was horrible, but also did very well." 

Buckler was expecting to run all four horses entered at Ex¬ 
eter on Tuesday; Glenwood Present, The Happy Warrior, Dou¬ 
ble Dizzy and Southfield Vic, whilst Hawkins is lined up to ride 
Mister Matt in the conditional jockeys race at Cheltenham to¬ 
morrow (Thursday).
